Your guide to the most bizarre political scene this side of Afghanistan

EPENDING ON YOUR point of 

view (or, more to the point, your 
political party), the California recall is 
either democracy at its purest or a na- 
tional embarrassment. Either way, the 
stakes in California are high: if a ma- 
jority of voters decides to boot Gover- 
nor Gray Davis on October 7, control 
of the world’s fifth- or sixth-largest 
(depending on how you do the math) 
economy will shift hands in a way few 
business leaders could have predicted, 
and California’s many coveted votes in 
the national electoral college — which 
have gone to the Democrats in the 
past three elections — may be more 
likely to swing Republican next year. 


It’s not surprising, then, that the re- 
call’s been getting plenty of national 
attention. But a hefty amount of that 
attention has focused on its more out- 
landish elements, from child-star- 
turned-candidate Gary Coleman’s 
soul-searching to porn-star-turned- 
candidate Mary Carey’s vow, if elect- 
ed, to install a webcam in every room 
of the governor’s residence. 

It’s fascinating stuff. But thanks to

MindFreedom Support Coalition International is 
on the fringe of psychiatric-reform advocacy. Toby 
Fisher of the National Alliance for the Mentally lil 
(NAMI), in Massachusetts, declines to comment 
specifically on the group. “I don’t know much 
about them,” he says. But he notes that most 
mental-health advocates see psychiatric 
medications as an important tool in treatment — 
especially among the chronically ill. People who 
suffer from schizophrenia or bipolar disorder have 
been able to hold down jobs, live normal lives 
and stay out of mental institutions because of 
their drug regimes. Medications, he says. 
certainly are not a magic bullet. But for many 
people, they've proven to be enormously 
beneficial 
At the same time, Fisher says, more and more 
advocacy groups, including NAMI, recognize that 
alternative treatments like daily exercise and good 
nutrition are essential to treating mental iliness 
properly. The bottom line, he says, is that 
treatment “is an individual choice. People with 
mental-health concerns should make use of all 
available c

How to find a volcano 


hermit over the phone 


Jake Halpern once discovered a hardy hermit 
holed up on an active Hawaiian volcano simply 
by imagining that such a man existed. A few 
years ago, the 28-year-old Yale grad was 
researching Braving Home: Dispatches from the 
Undemater Town, the Lava-Side Inn, and Other 
Extreme Locales (Houghton Mifflin), his book 
about people living dangerously. His elderly 
grandmother told him about Kilauea, a 
rambunctious volcano and helicopter-tour 
attraction she'd once flown over while 
sightseeing in the Aloha State. “There’s got to be 
a guy living there,” the Buffalo native remembers 
thinking. “There's always one guy.” 

A particularly fastidious former New Republic 
fact checker hired in wake of notorious falsifier 
Stephen Glass's misdeeds, Halpern was well- 
suited for the task of finding out if such a 
creature existed. A fusillade of long-distance 
phone calls from Boston revealed that there was 
one guy, a 50-year-old ascetic named Jack 
Thompson, who ran a mostly vacant bed-and- 
breakfast in a landscape encircled by slowly 
encroaching lava. But since the volcano dweller 
didn’t deal much with the outside world, no one 
Halpern could contact from his Cambridge 
residence knew if Thompson's house was stil! 
standing. So, without ever having spoken to 
Thompson, Halpern flew to Hawaii to see if his 
dodgy domicile still existed. It did and Thompson 
was still there, but at first he didn't exactly warm 
to his surprise visitor. “Jack was the trickiest,” 
recalls Halpern over a plate of pad Thai. “I 
essentially had to go there and get him to take 
me in and be agreeable to doing this. Otherwise 
there was nobody else.” 

Halpern’s never been the kind of fella to 
hesitate before arriving somewhere 
unannounced. “My dad has described me as the 
person who would show up at your house at 

2n o'clock at dinnertime and be absolutely 
certain you're going to be delighted that I’m 
there,” says the Yale grad, laughing sheepishly 
at's just the sort of attribute necessary to a 
t st writing something like 
Ss of folks who've 
carious settings, despite 
o leave. Simply by showing

1 a floodplain that had been submerged in 20 
of water, Halpern found Thad Knight, a 


wild fires that sporadically blaze through the 
sunny celebrity haven — and with more coast- 
to-coast cold-calling, he learned about 83-year- 
old Millie Decker, a self-professed hillbilly who 
refused to leave her canyon ranch during an 
untamed fire. “You’re humbled when you find 
these people,” Halpern says, “Because you 
realize that life is crazier and more wild than 
you'd ever imagine.” 

Braving Home is Halpern’s first-person 
account of his travels living with each of his five 
subjects for two weeks. And while the book's a 
collection of his version of their stories, it’s also a 
sort of travelogue scribbled by a young reporter 
who spent two and a half years crisscrossing the 
country chasing down ideas and writing them 
up.

1200 Globe employees, said Wednesday 


that he would not comment on the incident 
itself or the punishment. But he described 
Krasner’s actions as the logical outcome of 
a 32-month impasse over issues such as 
management proposals to subcontract 
non-editorial jobs and to eliminate 
seniority as a consideration in layoffs. 

“| think the incident is indicative of the 
ension, anger, and frustration that is 
dyeing experienced throughout the 
ouilding,” said Richards. “It’s not the most 
pleasant atmosphere in the building right 
now, and I think this incident stemmed 
from that.” 

The bystander in all this was NECN, 
whose airwaves ended up getting used as 
part of the Globe's contract battle. 

Charles Kravetz, vice-president of news 
and station manager, said, “I’ve been 
assured by the folks at the Globe that 
they’re handling this matter, and that there 
won’t be any similar incidents in the future. 
And I’m very comfortable that they’re 
dealing with this as an internal issue, and 
that they’re handling it in a way that will be 
comfortable for us and for them.”

The panels on local urban 
color lines were part of the 
Metro Boston Equity 
Initiative of Harvard's Civil 
Rights Project. Taken 
together, they suggest a 
dour scenario for minorities 
in Eastern Massachusetts. Housing 
prices have skyrocketed in Boston’s 
heavily minority neighborhoods — at 
an even faster pace than elsewhere in 
the city. Earlier pioneering efforts at 
integrating suburbs failed, leaving 
whites with racial stereotypes that 
hinder their willingness to see their 
neighborhoods become integrated, 
and leaving nonwhites with 
perceptions of discrimination that 
hinder their willingness to integrate 
white neighborhoods. Reinforcing 
those color lines, overt and subtle 
lending discrimination keeps 
nonwhites from buying in white 
neighborhoods. On top of that, 
students from Boston’s minority 
neighborhoods go to college at a 
much lower rate than other area 
students, perpetuating minorities’ 
lack of assets and resources; lack of

assets and resources prevents 


nonwhite families from moving out of 


the Boston area. 

These findings are culled from 
eight different papers, but they add 
up to a picture of minority families 
staying in neighborhoods they can’t 
afford and that don’t serve them well, 
says Leslie Leath, partner at Boston’s 
ParkLane Group and co-author of 
“No Room at the Inn,” a paper on 
Boston minority families’ responses 
to these problems. “Our assumption 
at first was that people are just 
leaving in droves, running out of the 
city,” she says. “But the primary 
response of minority families has 
been a doubling- and tripling-up of 
families to pay rent, and when that 
doesn’t work they are becoming 
homeless.”

Doubts dog Romney’s diversity council 


When the Governor's Diversity and 
Equal Opportunity Advisory Council 
meets for the first time later this 
month, its members will face a daunt- 
ing task. Thanks to an executive 
order signed by Governor Mitt Rom- 
ney on June 17 — always-sleepy 
Bunker Hill Day — the state’s Office 
of Affirmative Action (OAA) is no 
more. Romney insists that the Office 
of Diversity and Equal Opportunity 
(ODEO), the successor agency creat- 
ed by his executive order, will pursue 
the OAA’s goals more effectively than 
the OAA did. But critics like Boston 
city councilor Chuck Turner complain 
that Romney — who also scrapped 
seven previous executive orders regu- 
lating affirmative action at the state 
level on June 17 — has created a new 
system devoid of meaningful enforce- 
ment mechanisms. So all that mem- 
bers of the advisory council will have 
to do is help convince the public that 
criticisms like Turner’s are misplaced. 

In the meantime, even though the 
council’s complete membership hasn’t 
been made public yet, one of Rom- 
ney’s appointees has raised questions 
about his selection. State Representa- 
tive Benjamin Swan, a Springfield 
Democrat and member of the Massa- 
chusetts Black Caucus, has been 
tapped to represent the House on the 
council. But Swan says he misunder- 
stood the nature of the ODEO when

he originally agreed to participate. 
“To be perfectly honest with you, 
when I was asked about this new ad- 
visory group, it was not my under- 
standing at that time that the Office 
of Affirmative Action would be de- 
molished,” Swan said Tuesday. 
“When I was asked to serve on [the 
advisory council}, the Office of Affir- 
mative Action still existed, and I 
thought it would continue to exist.” 
The Massachusetts Black Caucus 
was scheduled to meet to formulate a 
position on the ODEO after the 
Phoenix went to press. Swan — who 
says he and the Caucus at large op- 
pose the OAA’s elimination — re- 
mains open to serving on the new ad- 
visory council, but he’s not making 
any promises. “I think it’s important 
to still be involved in the process, at- 
tempting to gain equity and participa- 
tion in government,” he says. “If I’m 
convinced I can do it through this 
process, | will go forward with it.” 
State Senator Dianne Wilkerson, a 
Democrat from Boston, confirmed 
that she has been asked to serve on 
the council as representative of the 
Senate. Not that she’s all that happy 
about it. The senator has already pub- 
licly slammed Romney’s elimination 
of the OAA last week, and tells the 
Phoenix that she is participating in 
the advisory council despite deep 
frustration with the governor's deci- 


sion. “I stand by this position, that 
there was no public input or even leg- 
islative input into the nature of the re- 
view this administration did of those 
seven executive orders that led them 
to decide they had to be repealed,” 
Wilkerson says. “That’s just a fact.... 
Frustrated is not even the word. It’s 
what I’m expecting — it’s just the 
way this administration’s been oper- 
ating.” 

Wilkerson adds: “When I got a call 
from the governor’s office asking if I 
would consider serving, I had to think 
about it for a day. The way it came 
down was, I had two choices: I could 
wait and see what the [advisory coun- 
cil] did, and sit outside second-guess- 
ing and criticizing. Or | had the op- 
portunity to be in there at the table 
and be a vocal, forceful participant.” 

When the ODEO advisory council 
does finally meet this month, its de- 
liberations could determine whether 
certain provisions jettisoned on June 
17 are re-implemented. Down the 
road, for example, the advisory coun- 
cil could play a major role in deter- 
mining new state hiring practices. Ac- 
cording to Ruth Bramson, the state’s 
chief human-resources officer (and, 
as of June 17, its new chief diversity 
officer), an official announcement of 
the advisory council's full member- 
ship should come this week or next.

WAS ON A bike ride on Sunday with a 

local cycling group, and as often hap- 

pens, I fell into a small cluster of slower 
cyclists who were more interested in chat- 
ting and absorbing the amazing scenery 
than achieving their personal best. None of 
us had ever cycled in that area before, and 
the ride’s organizer had provided an excel- 
lent cue sheet, a turn-by-turn set of direc- 
tions. In addition, the organizers had 
painted special arrows on the street mark- 
ing each turn. There was literally no way 
you could get lost. About halfway through 
the ride, the arrows pointed us through a 
couple of quick turns, and I lost track of 
where we were on the cue sheet. | 
asked the man riding next to me 
what street we were on.

‘Oh, I don’t know,” he replied. “I don’t 
really pay attention to the street names. | 
don’t even know what town we’re in right 
now.” 

He might as well have been speaking 
Mandarin. Sure, I was present in the 
serenity of the moment too, but I was also 
carrying a map of Central Massachusetts, a 
compass, a cue sheet, and a speedometer. | 
need to know where I am at all times, and 
I hate getting lost. I like to know which 
way is up (or north, for those less map-in- 
clined). For a moment, riding there next to 
Mr. I Have No Idea Where I Am, I started 
to hyperventilate. Then I spotted the street 
name on a mailbox (an excellent naviga- 
tional aid, for you folks prone to getting 
lost), and quickly ascertained our location 
on my map and cue sheet 

Ever since I was a child, I have always 
needed to know where I am relative to 
where I came from and where I want to go 
I have always determined which way was 
north before setting out, even if it was just 
to go to school. Some kids had security 
blankets, I had the North Pole. This loca- 
tion obsession is something that runs in 
my family. My brother has a Global Posi- 
tioning System, and he carries it around 
with him, checking it periodically to see 
where he is in the grand scheme of things, 
displayed on several different scales. The 
first question my sister asked when she 
and her husband landed in Los Angeles, en 
route to their new home in Santa Monica, 
was “Which way is west?” The first time 
they picked me up at LAX for a visit, | 
asked the exact same question. My father 
keeps every single map from every single 
National Geographic magazine he has ever 
received. 

I do not understand people who get lost 
all the time. A friend of mine is so direc- 
tionally challenged that I have seen her get 
completely, utterly lost just half a mile 
from her own home. She was so upset by 
the experience that I thought she’d consult 


a map as soon as she got home, and figure 
out where she lives relative to other places. 
Yet the incident passed from her mind the 
minute we made it back to her street. Her 
inability to form a mental grid of her com- 
munity, her unwillingness to identify land- 
marks as we went along, her lack of even 
rudimentary knowledge of the local street 
layout — it was all incomprehensible to 
me. | wanted to smack her across the face 
and say, “Pay attention! One day, you 
might not be able to find your way home 
again!” 

You may think I was overreacting. Yet I 
have actually been in situations in which | 
was afraid I wouldn’t be able to find my 
way home again, usually led by outdoorsy 
friends who claimed they knew the route

like the back of their hand, but who were 
so navigationally inept they couldn’t find 
their ass with back of their hand.

“The Designated Hitter may be used defensively, continuing 
to bat in the same position in the batting order, but the pitcher 
must then bat in the place of the substituted defensive player 
unless more than one substitution is made, and the manager 
then must designate their spots in the batting order.” More- 
over, “once a pinch hitter bats for any player in the batting 
order and then enters the game to pitch, this move shall termi- 
nate the Designated Hitter role for the remainder of the game. 
Once the game pitcher bats for the Designated Hitter, this 
move shall terminate the Designated Hitter role for the re- 
mainder of the game.” 

You may ask: why on earth would the game pitcher pinch 
hit for the DH? The whole point of the DH is to avoid making 
the pitcher bat. Answer: obviously the rule-makers were trying 
to cover all the bases — please pardon the expression — by 
anticipating every potential (if unlikely) managerial move 

What folks really want to know, I’m sure, is whether the DH 
— introduced to regular-season play on April 6, 1973, when 
Ron Blomberg of the Yankees stepped up to face Luis Tiant of 
the Red Sox — has undermined the republic, as many feared 
Working hypothesis: no, because I began writing this column 
that same year, thereby helping to shore things up. The afore- 
mentioned sachems, I’m pleased to note, by and large agree 

* George Will. As befits a guy who probably showers in a 
coat and bow tie, Will initially opposed the DH, loftily har- 
rumphing in the early 1980s that the rule was “America’s worst 
mistake since electing President Buchanan” and “partly to 
blame for the federal deficit.” (I quote from Will’s 1998 collec 
tion of baseball essays, Bunts.) By 1986, however, he'd 
changed his tune. Noting that “fidelity to conservative philoso 
phy occasionally requires minor course corrections,” Wil! con- 
ceded that “perhaps the DH serves conservative values,” one of 
which apparently is that “only serious batters shall bat.” (That 
pretty much leaves out pitchers as a class.) 

¢ Bill James. Bill James has done for baseball what Aquinas 
did for God: applied some science to the subject. In The Bill 
James Historical Baseball Abstract (1986), he addressed the 
question of whether the DH rule diminishes baseball by obviat- 
ing the need for certain applications of strategy, “strategy” 
being defined in the minds of purists as a) having the pitcher 
bunt with a man on and b) pinch-hitting for the pitcher late in 
the game. Making use of the concept of standard deviation, 
James mathematically demonstrated that the DH rule actually 
increased the use of strategy, provided it was defined more 
sensibly not as the rote application of traditional moves in tra- 
ditional situations, but rather as the thoughtful consideration of 
options. The argument is a bit dense to retail here, but trust 
me, it’s a nice piece of work. 

¢ Brian Goff, William Shughart, and Robert Tollison. 1 know 
you never heard of these guys. I never heard of them either, 
but anybody who writes an article in the journal Economic In- 
quiry titled “Batter Up! Moral Hazard and the Effects of the 
Designated Hitter Rule on Hit Batsmen” (July 1997) is some- 
one you want to pay attention to. Their argument: Because 
nonbatting pitchers can bean batters without fear of getting 
beaned themselves, the DH rule inadvertently acts to increase 
the number of hit batsmen. This contention provoked heated 
replies from other economists. If you’re looking for me to de- 
cide the issue, though, forget it. In the past year I’ve ventured 
opinions on everything from Martin Heidegger to the war in 
Iraq, but even I know when to shut my yap. s

Ashcroft’s ant-porn crusade threatens everyone's free-speech rights

The movies made by Extreme are disgust 
ing, perverted, and hateful.

neet the legal definition of obscenity as 
handed down by the US Supreme Court in 
the 19 e of Miller v. State of California 
In that decision, the court ruled that material 
could be found obscene under local commu- 
nity standards if it was found to appeal to 
‘the prurient interest,” if it depicted sexual 
content in “a patently offensive way,” and if 
it lacked “serious literary, artistic, political, or 
scientific value.” 

This standard is vague — deliberately so 
As the late Supreme Court justice Potter 
Stewart once memorably said of obscenity, “I 
know it when I see it.” But it is easy to see 
how a jury forced to watch Ass Clowns 3 (as 
Zicari told Nightline, the jurors who decide 
his fate will be the only people ever to watch 
his movies against their will) could conclude 
that the ob-cenity statutes have been violated. 
And unlike pornography in general, obscenity 
(like child po .ography) does not enjoy the 
protection « he First Amendment. Which is 
why “ica. ard Romano may indeed be 
pri n-bounu.

Those who wish to draw lines could cer- 
tainly separate Ass Clowns 3 from classic 
hard-core fare such as The Devil in Miss 
Jones, or distinguish between Forced Entry 
and The Best of the New York Erotic Film 
Festival. But it’s not at all clear that Ashcroft 
wants to, or even understands the difference. 

And for those who worry about the slip- 
pery slope — a specious argument in many 
instances, but applicable when you’re talking 
about Ashcroft and free expression — there 
aren’t all that many degrees of separation be- 
tween Ass Clowns 3 and the writhing strip- 
pers at the Bada Bing on The Sopranos. 

In the 2002 Frontline documentary “Amer- 
ican Porn,” Mark Cromer, a pornographer 
who works with Larry Flynt, put it this way: 
“They hate it all. They’re looking for their 
easiest targets, their edgier, more provocative 
filmmakers, and they’re going to hold those 
up as the examples of pornography.” 

In other words, the prosecution of Ex- 
treme Associates is, at bottom, a free-speech 
issue. You might not think you have a stake

in Rob Black’s right to make movies depict- 
ing rape and violence. But you do. 


T IS PRACTICALLY impossible to exagger- 

ate the offensiveness of Extreme’s produc- 
tions. The first segment of Ass Clowns 3 fea- 
tures the rape of a woman in a wedding dress 
by two men who are supposed to be either 
hillbillies or vegetables that have come to life; I 
couldn’t tell which. (She’s dreaming, you see.) 

And believe it or not, some of this stuff is so 
mind-blowingly horrendous that even Extreme 
puts some limits on its availability. A long 
stretch of the Ass Clowns 3.DVD that I pur- 
chased at a local porn emporium is labeled 
CENSORED, but it reportedly consists of a cru 
cified Jesus caming down off the cross to have 
anal sex with an angel. (If you want to see it, 
you have to buy the “director’s cut” version, 
available only by mail. In fact, it is this version 
that is named in the federal case.) 

The most notorious of Extreme’s videos — 
Forced Entry, which I was unable to find ex- 
cept by mail order — is said to consist of the 
actual (consensual) beating and simulated 
rape and murder of a woman by a serial killer. 
The film became briefly famous in the Front- 
line documentary, in which the crew members 
became so nauseated that they walked out. 
The incident is reportedly what mobilized the 
feds to take action. 

But what, precisely, separates obscenity 
from pornography, pornography from erotica, 
erotica from mainstream, or, for that matter, 
simulated rape as taboo from simulated rape 
as — well, as entertainment? 

The other night I visited the Web site 
[Film.com to watch a scene from Straw Dogs, 
a 1971 film directed by Sam Peckinpah and 
starring Dustin Hoffman and Susan George. 
Straw Dogs was and is a well-regarded main- 
stream movie. Visitors to the Internet Movie 
Database give it 7.3 on a scale of one to 10.

But Straw Dogs also features a terrifying 
scene in which George, her clothes pulled 
apart and her breasts exposed, is forced to 
have sex. You can rent the movie, or you can 
watch her getting raped for free on the Inter- 
net. 

Here’s the description from MrSkin.com, a 
site that specializes in celebrity nudity: “A 
super-long, well-lit series of shots of Susan’s 
sacks while one of her ex-boyfriends rapes her 
on the couch. It’s pretty disturbing, but man, 
oh man is that one awesome rack!” And, 
frankly. it’s a hell of a lot more realistic — 
and, therefore, chilling — than anything you'll 
find on Ass Clowns 3. 

Nor is rape all that unusual in mainstream 
filmmaking. From Rhett Butler sweeping a 
protesting Scarlett O’ Hara off her feet in 
Gone with the Wind to the considerably bleak- 
er images offered up by Stanley Kubrick in A 
Clockwork Orange, movie executives have not 
shied away from forced sex when they think it 
will improve the story, make an artistic point, 
or just keep things moving. 

But Hollywood has always had an uneasy 
relationship with sex. Unlike the 1970s, these 
days even nudity is rarely seen in mainstream 
movies. Hollywood’s real love affair is not with 
sex or its evil cousin, rape, but, rather, with 
good, old-fashioned American violence. 

In 1999, shortly after the Columbine 
killings, the New Republic published a fasci- 
nating pair of essays. The first, by Gregg East- 
erbrook, laid the blame for homicidal teens 
squarely on such ultraviolent films as Natural 
Born Killers, Oliver Stone’s quirkily brilliant 
send-up of modern media culture. Stone’s 
killers are drenched in blood from beginning 
to end, and they do it all for notoriety, for 
celebrity. 

For the mentally unbalanced and for 
teenagers, Easterbrook wrote, violent movies 
such as Natural Born Killers can act as a cata- 
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lyst, setting off a violent spree among those 
who, otherwise, would presumably lead lives 
of quiet desperation. “For those on the psy- 
chological borderline, the calculus is differ- 
ent,” Easterbrook continued. “There have, for 
example, been at least two instances of real- 
world shootings in which the guilty imitated 
scenes in Natural Born Killers.” 

Stanley Kauffmann responded with a de- 
fense of Natural Born Killers, answering East- 
erbrook with this: “Is any film worth the life of 
anyone, especially of a teenager? The question 
is at the level of a game of Truth or Conse- 
quences. A more useful question is whether 
we want to restrict the cultural fullness of film 
that those teenagers will see after they mature. 
In our eagerness to change the conditions in 
which teenagers are stuffed with garbage, it 
would be easy to maim the possibilities for se- 
rious work intended for the mature audience 
— possibilities that are slim enough anyway.” 

Both Easterbrook and Kauffmann, though 
on opposite sides, make an important point 
Easterbrook blasted Time Warner for seeking 

— and winning — an “R” rating for Natural 
Born Killers rather than accepting the “NC- 
17” that it probably deserved. Kauffmann de 
fended the film on artistic grounds, but con- 
ceded that it should only been seen by people 
“after they mature.” 

Thus, if you're the sort that worries about 
the effect Natural Born Killers — or, for that 
matter, the latest Freddy vs. Jason epic will 
have on impressionable viewers, then you 
should be more concerned about what’s going 
on in the mainstream studios of Hollywood 
rather than at the North Hollywood headquar- 
ters of Extreme Associates 


0; JULY 27, Frank Rich wrote an essay in 
the New York Times arguing that pornog- 
raphy has become a part of mainstream cul- 
ture. His evidence: phenomena such as the 
popularity of former porn star Traci Lords’s 
memoir, Underneath It All, and the forthcom- 
ing Jerry Bruckheimer television series Skin, 
about the porn trade 


“A classic example of the political turn- 
around is the current attorney general, John 
Ashcroft,” Rich wrote. “In his 2000 senatorial 
campaign, he attacked his Democratic oppo- 
nent for ‘standing with the producers of 
pornography and Hollywood’s worst trash’ by 
accepting a $2,000 contribution from Christie 
Hefner, the chief executive of Playboy. You no 
longer hear Mr. Ashcroft, or anyone in the 
Bush administration, complaining about far 
larger political contributions from News Cor- 
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ing to the trade publication Adult Video News 
“the pro-censorship organization Morality in 
Media considers Pennsylvania its first “saved 
state, meaning that it considers Pennsylvanians 
to have less tolerance for sexually explicit ma- 
terials, among other things, than other parts of 
the country.” 

That’s where the community-standards pro- 
vision of Miller v. California comes in. As civil- 
liberties lawyer and Phoenix contributor Har- 
vey Silverglate notes, the strategy is reminis-

poration and Rupert Murdoch, AOL Time 
Warner, Viacom or Marriott, to name just 
some of those who stand with the producers 
of pornography by either making their own 
soft-core variants or taking a cut when porn 
industry videos are beamed through cable and 
satellite into hotels and homes.” 

And, as the Frontline report noted, we live in 
an era when anilingus can be the subject of an 
extended dialogue on the mainstream HBO hit 
Sex and the City 

But Rich may have paid too much attention 
to what Ashcroft was doing in public, and not 
enough to what was going on behind the 
scenes. Because the Frontline documentary 
also reported that Ashcroft had long wanted to 
launch a war against pornography, but was 
prevented from doing so by 9/11 and its after- 
math. Now, with the war against terrorism 
having moved off the front pages, Ashcroft 
may believe the time has come to make his 
move. 

The method by which federal prosecutors 
are going after Extreme Associates is sneaky 
Even though Extreme operates out of Califor- 
nia, the bust took place in Pittsburgh. Accord- 


cent of the 1970s, when then-porn-star Harry 
Reems was prosecuted in Tennessee, which 
Justice Department officials evidently believed 
was the most prudish jurisdiction where 
Reems’s movies had been shown. The case 
against Reems failed. Robert Zicari and Janet 
Romano may not be so lucky. 

In a profile written by the New Yorker's Jef- 
frey Toobin nearly a year and a half ag« 
Ashcroft came off as a right-wing 
more socially conservative, for instance, than 
Ronald Reagan’s attorney general, Edwin 
Meese, who made fighting pornography one 
of his top priorities. Ashcroft is a man, after 
all, who, as a senator, tried to abolish the Na 
tional Endowment for the Arts because of his 
belief, as Toobin described it, that it subsidized 
“elitist and indecent projects.” Who was the 
first member of the Senate to call on Bill Clin- 
ton to resign the presidency because he’d had 
oral sex with someone other than his wife 
Who supports a constitutional amendment t« 
outlaw flag-burning, a form of protest protect 
ed by the First Amendment. Who is consid 
ered something of a prude by Phyllis Schlafly

Q: Who is Cruz Bustamante, anyway? 

A: The short answer is that he’s Republican 
Arnold Schwarzenegger's worst nightmare. 
Going against every expectation, the Golden 
State’s Democratic lieutenant governor is 
leading the polls to replace Davis if the recall 
succeeds. Compared to the musclebound 
movie star, Bustamante is an improbable vic- 
tor: he’s bald, a bit overweight, and prone to 
making bland pronouncements in velvet, 
sleep-inducing tones.

seat. The move launched Bustamante’s seem- 
ingly inexorable ascent: after his election to 
the state assembly, Bustamante proceeded to 
become Speaker in 1996, lieutenant gover- 
nor in 1999, and now, possibly, governor. 

Bustamante’s success may be due, at least 
in part, to his understated style. Unlike Davis, 
who’s known for relentlessly targeting his op- 
ponents, Bustamante has the reputation of a 
patient, methodical listener and consensus 
builder. “He’s seen as pretty self-effacing,” 
says Democratic consultant Gale Kaufman. 
“He’s more quiet than not. He just kind of 
puts his head down and gets the job done.” To 
be sure, Bustamante’s low-key campaign mes- 
sage — don’t recall Davis, but if you do, send 
me to take his place — seems to be working. 
Bustamante’s relationship with Davis — wide- 
ly known to be less than warm — has been an 
asset as well, and voters haven’t been scared 
off by his idiosyncratic views (pro-choice, pro- 
death-penalty, pro-agribusiness) or his sug- 
gestion that taxes must be raised to solve Cali- 
fornia’s budget woes. 

If Bustamante ends up winning via the re- 
call process, it would be entirely consistent 
with the rest of his fortuitous career. In be- 
coming a state assemblyman and, later, the 
assembly’s first Latino speaker, Bustamante 
was aided both by the increasing number of 
Latino voters and by term limits that paved 
the way for new assembly leadership. It’s un- 
certain whether Bustamante — whose re- 
sponsibilities as lieutenant governor are mini- 
mal — would have had a chance to become 
governor in any other scenario. That said, 


Kaufman predicts that he wouldn’t be bad at 
it. “He certainly has a lot of very decent rela- 
tionships with the Democratic side of the 
aisle,” she says. “I don’t know how it plays 
with the public, but once Gray Davis got in, 
he certainly had a very acerbic, nonproduc- 
tive relationship with legislators and other 
politicians. | think most people believe that 
Cruz, once elected, would have a much more 
open style of leadership. And given the eco- 
nomic situation the state is in, I think that 
would be seen as a welcome change.” 


Q: Can we blame anyone else besides Gray 
Davis for this mess? 

A: Yeah. Darrell Issa. Without the car- 
alarm-magnate-turned-California-congress- 
man’s involvement, people like Coleman and 
Carey wouldn’t be running around pretending 
to be politicians. If Issa hadn’t coughed up 
$1.75 million of his own money to fund the 
recall effort, it’s unlikely the approximately 
900,000 signatures required to trigger next 
month’s election would ever have been gath- 
ered. But the story of the conservative Repub- 
lican from California’s 49th District is hardly 
triumphant. Issa’s interest in becoming gover- 
nor led to increased scrutiny of the congress- 
man by the press — and forced him to ex- 
plain several embarrassing incidents in his 
past, some already known, some newly re- 
vealed. Like his indictment in 1972 with his 
brother, William, for the alleged theft of a 
Maserati from an Ohio car dealership. Or his

Q: Is Arnold Schwarzenegger really a Re- 
publican? 

A: Sure he is. Just ask him. 

Last week, as Schwarzenegger made the 
rounds on California talk radio, he labored to 
convince the party faithful that he was one of 
them. “Let me make this clear,” the native 
Austrian told Eric Hogue, host of a drive- 
time program on Sacramento’s KTKZ-AM, 
on the morning of August 26. “I’m a Repub- 


lican, I’m a proud Republican from the first 
day I came to this country, and I was so ex- 
cited about getting away from socialism.” 

Since everyone knows Schwarzenegger is 
running as a Republican, why is he spending 
so much time stating the obvious? Probably 
because conservative commentators and 
Schwarzenegger opponents keep hinting that 
Arnie isn’t the real deal. Before Republican 
candidate Bill Simon — who was beaten by 
Davis in the 2002 gubernatorial election — 
dropped out of the current race, he ran a 
radio ad calling Schwarzenegger a tax-happy 
liberal. Rush Limbaugh, who’s since reversed 
direction and become an earnest “Governa- 
tor” backer, originally questioned his Repub- 
lican credibility. So did American Prowler 
commentator George Neumayr, who warned 
his readers Schwarzenegger was really a 
“Democrat in Republican garb.” 

All that said, the California Republican 
Party, which doesn’t 
plan to endorse a 
GOP gubernatorial 
candidate in the recall 
election, vouches for 
Schwarzenegger’s le- 
gitimacy. “I can tell 
you he’s been an 
asset not only to the 
California Republican 
Party but to the Re- 
publican Committee 
and our Republican

His aggressive advocacy of Proposition 49 
an expensive initiative for expanded after- 
school programs that California voters ap- 
proved in 2002 — has raised concerns 
among those who believe government’s pri- 
mary responsibility is to lower taxes and get 
out of the way. Also, it’s still too soon to 





gauge the fallout among cultural conserva- 
tives from Schwarzenegger’s recently re- 
vealed 1977 interview with the now-defunct 
adult publication Oui. In it, the then-29- 
year-old discussed, among other things, a 
gangbang he and other elite bodybuilders 
participated in at Gold’s Gym in Venice,

California: “[T]here was a black girl who 
came out naked. Everybody jumped on her 
and took her upstairs, where we all got to- 
gether....

Youthful peccadilloes aside, Schwarzeneg- 
ger has labeled himself a proponent of “fis- 
cally responsible government,” a mantra dear 
to Republican voters’ hearts. Former Repub 
lican governor Pete Wilson, who backed bal- 
lot initiatives ending state affirmative-action 
programs and denying illegal immigrants 
state-sponsored social services, is co-chairing 
Schwarzenegger’s campaign. In addition 
Schwarzenegger fine-tuned his views on so- 
cial issues during an interview with Sean 
Hannity of FOX-TV last week, clarifying his 
positions on gay rights (in favor of domestic 
partnership, against gay marriage), abortion 
(some parental notification, under most cir 
cumstances), and gun control (he supports 
it), a combination many moderate Republi- 
cans are likely to find palatable 

If questions persist about Schwarzeneg 
ger’s commitment to Republican principles, 
conservative voters could throw their weight 
behind alternatives like state senator and 
anti-tax crusader Tom McClintock and for- 
mer Major League Baseball commissioner 
Peter Ueberroth. But the challenges from the 
right also seem to be forcing Schwarzeneg- 


ger — who appeared intent on running as a 
tabula rasa — to engage in some grudging 


self-definition and to become, despite him 


self, a more substantive candidate 


Q: What do the Kennedys think? 

A: No family is more intimately linked to 
the Democratic Party than the Kennedys, so 
it’s not surprising that Massachusetts senator 
Ted Kennedy and Rhode Island congressman 
Patrick Kennedy have opted not to back their 
in-law’s campaign. But whether they view 
him as a legitimate candidate or a family em- 
barrassment is difficult to say. “I like and re- 
spect Arnold,” Ted Kennedy said in a state- 
ment released last month. The statement, 
which lauded Schwarzenegger’s support of 
Proposition 49, also 
emphasized 
Kennedy’s opposi- 
tion to the recall. 
Ernesto Anguilla, a 
spokesperson for 
Patrick Kennedy, 
offered the Cape 
Cod Times a more 
lowbrow response 
in early August: 
“The congressman 
is afraid he might 
get terminated the 
next time he sees 
Arnold, but he sup- 
ports [Davis].” 

Of course, if Ted 
Kennedy actually 
considered 
Schwarzenegger's 
candidacy the nadir 
of American poli- 
tics, would he say 
so publicly? Proba- 
bly not. Still, 
Kennedy-family bi- 
ographer Laurence 
Leamer says the Kennedys and Shrivers real- 
ly do respect Schwarzenegger and wish his 
campaign the best. (Leamer prefaces his 
comments by noting that his brother, Ed, has 
given candidate Schwarzenegger economic 
advice.) 

“Privately, they are really quite enthusias- 
tic about [Schwarzenegger’s candidacy],” 
Leamer insists. “I think everyone is. After 
the string of defeats the Kennedy family has 
had” — in-law Andrew Cuomo’s withdrawal 
from the New York governor’s race in 2002, 
Max Kennedy’s 2001 decision not to run for 
Joe Moakley’s congressional seat, Kathleen 
Kennedy Townsend’s defeat in Maryland’s 
2002 gubernatorial election — “it would be 
nice for them to have a victory for a 


change.” a

All the campaigns accept contributions 
through their Web sites, but it would be a mis- 
take to see fundraising as the sole measure of 
a site’s success. Dean and McCain, who stood 
outside traditional party-financing channels, 
needed fast money from small donors. Candi- 
dates like Kerry and Gephardt, who can 
arrange $1000-a-plate dinners, can afford to 
view the Web site as an expense rather than as 
an income generator — an expense that 
serves as a marketing and coordination tool. 

“Everybody has to have a Web site and send 
e-mail. After you do those basic things, you 
need to have a strategy that reflects the candi- 
date,” says the Lieberman campaign’s Liddell. 
For the Connecticut senator, fundraising is 
secondary to showcasing specific issue posi- 
tions, Liddell says. “He already has the name

ID, but people don’t necessarily know him on 
the issues.” 

Presenting information on the candidate 
(i.e., marketing the product) is the Web’s most 
obvious use, and the earliest political Web sites 
did little more than provide information about 
the candidate to those who came looking. And 
they did it surprisingly poorly. A Pew study in 
late 2002 found that only 55 percent of people 
seeking political information online said they 
were able to find what they needed — com- 
pared to 78 percent of those seeking health in- 
formation and 80 percent seeking information 
from government entities. 

The 2004 campaigns have greatly improved 
their approaches, however, by organizing ma- 
terial according to issue topics and listing 
comparisons in graphic form. “Information 
available on the Internet is huge,” says 
Jonathan Karush, president of Liberty Con- 
cepts. “Where else does a busy person go to 
find out where a candidate stands on the is- 
sues? 

Information is all well and good to the vot 
ers, but to a campaign manager, the most im- 
portant thing in the world (aside from dona 
tions) is campaign volunteers, says Karush 
Liberty Concepts project demonstrated the 
potential to link Internet connectedness with 
action: it created the vote-exchange site 
through which 11,000 people arranged to 


swap Ralph Nader votes for Al Gore votes in 
the close New Hampshire election. 

“When used properly and promoted aggres 
sively, the Internet will draw in the volun- 
teers,” Stanger says. “Ideally, you’re guiding 
people from online to offline activities.” One 
way to do this is by coordinating Web content 
with campaign activities. This Tuesday, Joe 
Lieberman rolled out his health-care policy to 
the press. That same day, the Web site de- 
buted a link to Lieberman’s special health-care 
site. No coincidence, that. Dean’s campaign 
carefully coordinated his Web site’s front page 
with his “Sleepless Summer” tour, both to 
build up audiences and to encourage dona- 
tions 


THE TRIDENT Café MeetUp for 

Kerry, initial disappointment over the poor 
turnout shifted quickly into camaraderie. After 
the obligatory Bush-bashing, the eclectic 
septet dissected the politics of the nomination 
campaign and discussed plans to volunteer 
their time together for the Kerry campaign. 
They exchanged names and e-mail addresses 
and talked about sharing rides up to New 
Hampshire to help pass out leaflets. 

None of them had brought the Kerry Web 
site’s suggested McetUp agenda, and although 
all of them visit the site for campaign updates, 
none of them is entirely wowed by it. The 
site’s attempt to involve peo- 
ple by hosting a weekly chat 
led by the campaign webmas- 
ter drew only faint praise 
from Matt Frank of Chelsea. 
“It'll be better once they know 
more what they’re trying to 
do with it,” he says. 

Nobody denies that Kerry’s 
site is informative and chock 
full of videos and other good 
stuff. But in the key nebulous

area of “creating communi- 
ty,” something's been missing 
so far. “Kerry’s blog has got- 
ten panned,” says Markos 
Moulitsas Zuniga of the Daily 
Kos, one of the most popular 
liberal political blogs. “He ba- 
sically puts press releases up 
there.” 

The Kerry campaign has 
heard the news about Dean’s 
Internet community and 
wants a little of that magic. “It’s your website,” 
the front page says. But while everybody talks 
about creating a dialogue between the cam- 
paign and the visitor to the Web site — some- 
thing impossible through other media — it’s 
not easy to accomplish. Gimmicks prevail — 
many swiped from various 2002 campaign 
sites, says Stanger — and anything that pops 
up at one site quickly appears in similar form 
at the others. Gephardt’s been asking people 
to submit their true-life situations to his “Vir- 
tual Kitchen Table”; Lieberman’s site currently 
asks readers to e-mail questions to help the 
candidate prepare for the September 4 debate. 
Several candidates’ sites now feature pictures, 
names, and quotes from “real people.” Kerry’s 
site encourages the user to join the “Kerry 
Core,” which establishes a personal Web site 
linked to the campaign, from which the sup- 
porter does outreach to friends. The Lieber- 
man campaign’s Liddell says he is planning to 
launch the same feature, with a different 
name, later on in the race 

Many of the best ways to draw users into a 
Web community, however, give them a sense 
of control, and that’s tough for campaigns to 
swallow. “Most campaigns are all about con- 
trol,” says Karush. He convinced a congres- 
sional candidate to take some risks in 2002, 
including posting an unmoderated town 
forum that let people say negative thirigs about 


the candidate. It caused some internal discom- 
fort among the campaign staff, but the candi- 
date won. 

“We don’t want the site to be just a cam- 
paign commercial that’s just a little more de- 
veloped. Not just stay on message, stay on 
point,” Karush says. Don’t hoid your breath 
waiting for a major presidential campaign to 
buy fully into that philosophy 

In fact, campaigns see in the Internet an 
uncontrollable explosion of information and 
opinion. Aside from Dean, whose campaign 
manager, Joe Trippi, has courted the blogger 
community from the get-go, the presidential 
candidates don’t have much interest in influ- 
encing the blogosphere, says the Daily Kos’s 
Moulitsas. A Dean supporter, Moulitsas gets 
40,000 unique visits to his site a day, yet 
none of the campaigns responds to his post- 
ings, suggests topics, feeds him information 
invites him to tag along on the campaign, or 
does any of the other things they do with 
mainstream writers. “How you treat bloggers 
matters,” he says. Steve Soto, of the Left 
Coaster blog, receives no contact from the 
campaigns — even that of Kerry, the candi- 
date he currently supports. 

Keeping track of bloggers, and cyberspace 
in general, is important so that campaigns 
can counter misinformation quickly before it 
spreads. Karush says that during the 2002 
race, an opposing candidate set up an attack 
Web site that slandered his candidate, Maine 
congressman Mike Michaud. Michaud’s 
campaign set up a separate site of its own 
specifically to rebut the false charges. 

Moulitsas believes that Trippi’s early out- 
reach efforts resulted in support from many 
bloggers like himself — and less Dean-bash- 
ing from non-supporters — and thus fueled 
the online community’s pro-Dean stance. 

Another popular blogger, Oliver Willis of 
Dedham, originally supported John Edwards 
and even established a separate pro-Edwards 
blog site. After the campaign repeatedly re- 
buffed his entreaties for information and sup- 
port, however, Willis became so disgruntled 
that he stopped the blog, and has since 
switched his support to Dean. 

Of course, nobody really knows whether 
blogger outreach results in something tangi- 
ble — ultimately, votes. But, as one political 
Internet consultant working for a presidential 
candidate admits, nobody has proven that 
anything they do on the ’Net results in more 
votes 

What is clear is that much of the Web pay 
off will actually come much later, not from 
what users see on the sites now, but from 
what's happening behind the scenes. Much 
of the gimmickry of the candidates’ Web sites 
is really intended to gather supporters’ infor- 
mation into databases. Candidates love data- 
bases of contact information for the kinds of 
motivated, supportive individuals who visit 
their sites, says Stanger. They can use that 
data later for fundraising appeals, targeted 
mailings, and ultimately get-out-the-vote 
drives. 

“You use any gimmick to get people’s 
name and information,” says Karush. John 
Kerry’s Web site, for example, is running a 
contest to win a day spent campaigning with 
the candidate. To enter, you fill in an online 
form with your name, address, phone num- 
ber, and e-mail information. “I guarantee 
they'll all get a fundraising call when things 
get hot,” Karush says. 

Lieberman’s site recently debuted a “Join 
Joe’s Green Team” button that leads people 
into a special environmental section of the 
Web site — after they fill in a form to join the 
team. “When people come and sign on, we 
mark them as interested in environmental is- 
sues and send them targeted e-mails,” says 
Liddell. 

That explains the big “Join the Other 
216,606 Kerry Online Supporters!” button 
on www.johnkerry.com. That’s the real on- 
line community Kerry’s hoping you'll join 
the one that’s all about him, not you. Which 
is exactly what everything in a campaign is all 
about. The Internet may look a lot snazzier 
than a phone call or a pamphlet, but it’s ulti- 
mately just another way to get people looking 
in the same direction: at the candidate &

The Huntington gears up 
for Ain't Misbehavin’ 


T borrow a phrase from Fats Waller, the joint was 
mpin’ jast week at the Huntington Theatre 
any’s upstairs rehearsal studio, where director and 
choreographer Marcia 
Milgrom Dodge led her 
ensembie through the high- 
stepping struts that open 
act two of Ain't 
Misbehavin’. Based on 
legendary jazzman Waller’s 
prodigious output, the 
musical, which opened in 
1978 on Broadway, is a 
rollicking song-and-dance revue comprising 30 
numbers by one of the great performer-composers of 
the Harlem Renaissance. And it opens the Huntington’s 
22nd season next Friday. 

Waller played what's called “stride piano,” in which 
the left hand “strides” back and forth to establish the 
beat while the right hand plays the melody. Taking over 
at the piano, this production’s musical director, Ronald 
Metcalf, demonstrates the style with assured panache 
and a glint of humor. “Our rehearsa! pianist is really 
getting a master class in Fats Waller,” Dodge says. 
“Ron is clear and true about how this music should be 
performed.” 

Oversized personalities like Waller — and as his 
nickname suggests, his personality isn’t the only thing 
that was oversized — dominated a creative milieu that 
moved from Harlem to the downtown Broadway theaters 
and out to Hollywood. Born to an Abyssinian Baptist 
minister and a music-teacher mother, Thomas Wright 
Waller (1904-1943) was playing the organ for his 
father’s congregation by the age of 10, and he cut his 
first player-piano roll at age 18. Among his songs that 
America is still singing are “Ain't Misbehavin’,” 

“Honeysuckle Rose,” “! Can’t Give You Anything But 
Love,” and “Two Sleepy People,” all of which will be 
belted out at the Huntington by cast members James 
Alexander, Dana Dawson, Todd E. Pettiford, Terita 
Redd, and Soara-Joye Ross. 

Waller was also a fixture at the Harlem rent parties 
that provided him a steady living and gave Dodge, who 
has staged Ain’t Misbehavin’ at the Virginia Stage 
Theater and the Cleveland Playhouse, the idea for her 
setting. “I saw the original production at Manhattan 
Theatre Club when it was born, before it moved to 
Broadway. When | was asked to direct one myself, | 
started reading everything about the period. | heard 
stories that George Gershwin was going up to Harlem to 
the rent parties to listen to the great performers. 

“| always watch the Fred Astaire movies when ! start 
a production. | want to be as surprising and as 
inevitable as his dancing is. What | always seek is that 
moment of gasp followed by sigh. I've directed this 
show so many times, it’s really in my bones.” 

Dodge studied at the University of Michigan with 
Elizabeth Bergman, who’s now teaching at Harvard, and 
she considers herself a tap dancer/hoofer. “I studied 
ballet, but pink tights and me didn’t go together. | got 
my Equity card because | thought you should, but i'm 
much happier backstage as a choreographer and 
director. I’m too bossy.” 

Next up is a mystery drama that she wrote with her 
husband, Anthony Dodge — they adapted The West End 
Horror, a novel by Nicholas Meyer that has Sherlock 
Holmes and Dr. Watson investigating the murder of a 
theater critic in London's Theater District in the 1890s. 
Sir Henry frving, George Bernard Shaw, Ellen Terry, and 
Oscar Wilde are among the characters. “Even though it's 
a straight play, there’s an on-stage pianist playing music 
of the period,” Dodge explains. “There's a couple of 
musical turns. With my background, | can’t avoid it. 
Music is everywhere, feet are tappin."”

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Epiphany 


An illuminating discovery in the Leather District

piphany is a dark, moody sort of 

bar-restaurant that would go even 

better with real *50s cool jazz than 
with the techno-jazz it often plays. In- 
verting the usual arrangements, the 
dining room is a long passageway to 
the bar in back. The décor 
has a lot of black and 
some red, suiting both the 
Asian-fusion food and the 
intimate lighting. The 
menu has been cut back 
since the restaurant 
opened, and now has 
some rather effective 
small plates and entrées. | 
found Epiphany far more 
consistent than Peking 
Tom’s, but lacking the top 
notes and shtick that have 
propelled the latter to 
popularity. All fusion 
restaurants near China- 
town, and even Jer-ne at 
the Ritz, suffer by price 
value comparison, but it’s 
so much nicer to eat at 
Epiphany than at its un- 
fused competitors that it 
wins a niche of its own 

Food starts simply with 
a basket of garlic toast 
and some eggplant 
spread. My favorite appe- 
tizer is the “mixed grill” 
($9), actually two skewers 
of beef and pork (and 
onions and bell pepper) 
served vertically on a base of grilled 
pineapple. That pineapple was one of 
the first California-isms to break into 
contemporary cuisine, but it’s still sur- 
prising and delicious. The skewers fea- 
ture excellent, tender marinated beef 
and rather good chicken chunks, with 
just a taste of fire. 

I also like the crisp shrimp-and-tofu 
dumpling ($7), four slices of 
Malaysian-style stuff with a salty sauce 
and a garnishing sauté of bok choy 
hearts and carrots. Ginger-chicken 
spring rolls ($8) are actually more like 
soft Vietnamese summer rolls filled with 
minced chicken and vegetables; there’s 
not much ginger, but you can compen- 
sate with a mild, Thai-style peanut 
sauce. The Vietnamese originals are 
fairly bland as well, but have mint, and 
are dipped in a sweetened fish sauce. 

A simple mizuna-greens salad ($5) is 
well flavored with cress and shredded 
carrot along with the feathery Japanese 
mizuna, and has a soy-based dressing 
with black sesame seeds. The only ap- 
petizer on either visit that seemed a little 
flat was grilled garlic-sesame eggplant 
($8). The halved Japanese eggplants 
looked great, but didn’t taste like much. 
The “marmalade” of onions and toma- 
toes was a little better, but not up to the 
flavor of the average ratatouille. And the 
central dab of goat cheese was quite 
peppery and almost too salty to eat. 

My favorite entrée was tea-smoked 
duck breast ($17), even when the 
kitchen ran out of breast and substi- 
tuted duck leg on my second visit. 
The right one is a long breast in thin 
slices, barely smoked but with a nice 
sweet-sour glaze, a jade-green baby 
bok choy, and a cylinder of superb 
buttery jasmine rice with more of 
those black sesame seeds. Version two 
was a meaty leg and thigh, again more 





glazed than smoked, with oven-fried 
potatoes and beautiful Chinese long 
beans. Neither platter was inventive, 
but just-plain-good food always has 
a place. 


Seafood risotto ($19) is all-Italian, 


from the saffron-shrimp undertones 
to the just-cooked asparagus, scal- 
lops, and tender shrimp. This is a 


non-crunchy risotto, which I favor, 
with each grain of rice nonetheless 
distinct despite lots of parmesan 
cheese in the mix. A shrimp-and-scal- 
lop stir-fry ($19) — a cylinder of rice 
balanced precariously atop a bow! of 
stir-fry — looked like a joke on verti- 
cal fusion food. Again, the seafood 
and asparagus were just cooked and 
wonderful, but the rest of the stir-fry 
had the old universal chow mein fla- 
vor of bean sprouts and soy sauce, 
and even the carrots weren’t crisp 
enough. One suspects that the dish 
was held to come out with the others, 
or that components were held as part 
of a system. But we found only one 
truly weak entrée, a badly overdone 
“pan-seared salmon” ($17), although 
I did like the onion jam and the potato 
pancake underneath. 

The wine list at Epiphany is very 
interesting. The best glass we sam- 
pled was a large pour of gorgeous 
Duxoup — just power your way 
through the word out loud — syrah 
($12), about as fruity a California big 
red as I’ve ever tasted. The 2001 
Concannon “Righteously Rosé” ($7 
glass/$28 bottle) reminded me of the 
petite-syrah rosé that that winery 
produced in the 1970s: dry, a little 
fruity, a somewhat vegetable nose, 
and excellent with food. | wish more 
California wineries would go back to 
dry rosés. Benziger fumé blanc ($8) 
is another French-style wine from 
California, this one in the dry-white 
style of a pouilly-fuissé or Sancerre. 
We also had a half-bottle of 2000 
Trimbach riesling ($25 half-bottle, 
$45 bottle). These are sort of a dry 
French answer to perfumed German 
wines, but this one was served too 
cold. Coffee and decaf ($2.50) were 
good, not great. Tea ($2.50) is a vari- 


ety of bags, which the diner must 
rush into a cup of hot water. 

Desserts are not special, except for a 
flourless chocolate cake ($5) that has 
to be rated a best buy, although it’s 
suspiciously fluffy. Banana fritters ($5) 
are wrapped in spring-roll skins, which 
dominate the flavor, possibly because 
some of our bananas weren't very ripe.

BAR NONE: Fpiphany is a nicer place to eat than anything cheaper, and a less expen- 
sive place to eat than anything nicer. 


The little stack of four logs, crossed 
two on two like a Boy Scout fire, 
makes a nice presentation, and caramel 
sauce is better than the chocolate sauce 
that used to come on banana fritters. 
Mango ice cream ($5) is three 
scooplets in a martini glass with a few 
perfect raspberries and a very under- 
ripe strawberry. It works because 
mango ice cream is intriguing and 
clears the palate. The same dessert 
with vanilla ice cream ($5) was much 
less effective. 

Service was excellent, but not really 
tested since we were almost the only 











patrons on two weeknight visits. Be- 
cause the restaurant wasn’t a summer 
success, it was often out of things — 
a bottle of a certain wine, the duck 
breast, the eggplant spread for the 
garlic toast on one visit, the beef and 
veal entrées, and some of the desserts. 
Let’s hope these lapses can be put 
down to late-summer doldrums, and 
that September will see Epiphany fill 
up properly and profitably. It is a nicer 
place to eat than anything cheaper, 
and a less expensive place to eat than 
anything nicer. #

In Ellen Gerstein’s tender 
and humorous “Waiting for Ronald,” a developmentally chal- 
lenged man leaves his institution home for life on his own. Sex 
and sneakers, love and loss feature in Jennifer Prince's 
“Winded,” a well-paced and poignant — if overacted — com- 
ing-of-age story about a young woman runner. Filmed on 
Martha's Vineyard, Taylor Toole’s “Standing Up” is another 
somber coming-of-age tale about agonizing adolescence, rag- 
ing hormones, abusive fathers, and the groping confusion of a 
first kiss. 

Two Massachusetts filmmakers, Ben Stamblier and Nancy 
Stein, deal with violence both domestic and international. The 
former's gritty “Do Us Part” follows the friendship of three 
Boston thugs. And if Stein’s “Stealing Innocence,” which is 
about the friendship between two girls, one Israeli, one Pales- 
tinian, seems sickeningly saccharine at first, the explosive 
ending leaves a bitter taste. The standout of the pack, and per- 
haps of the festival, is Toru Tokikawa’s “Noodle Soup,” a 
David Lynch-ike foray into the dark underbelly of a New York 
City Chinese restaurant, complete with a tuxedo-ciad dwarf, 
butcher knives, and backroom backgammon.

At long last Pacific Overtures 


iting the American musical with 
ipany, Pacific Overtures deals 
and flowers and Oklahoma 
rcible opening of Japan to 
Western nations.

John Weidman’s book, though revised for a 
1984 Off Broadway revival that did better 
than the Broadway original (which lasted only 
193 performances), is still stiff. It grafts a 
skeletal human story onto the historic pro- 
gression that is the play’s true subject; we see 
public events from the point of view of a low- 
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ranking samurai appointed to repel the Amer- 
icans and from that of an Americanized 
fisherman who in the end cleaves to tradition. 
But though the musical carries a heavy con- 
ceptual club, Prince’s original notions — to 
demonstrate the modernization of the “Float- 
ing Kingdom” via a melding of kabuki, noh, 
and Broadway stylization and to portray 
events from the Japanese point of view — re- 
main striking. And Sondheim’s score, fash- 
ioned on the Orient’s pentatonic scale, is 
among his catchiest and most melodious, al- 
beit punctuated by some atonal chanting. One 
hardly needs to point out that, given the US’s 
current barge-in policy, the show’s wry por- 
trayal of clashing cultures — with the Ameri- 
cans at first depicted as kabuki-style demons 
and the Japanese eventually taking to bowler 
hats — is timely 

Prince’s production was extremely beauti- 
ful — though a financial failure, it won Tonys 
for sets and costumes as well as the New 
York Drama Critics Circle Award for Best 
Musical. Gash’s, which had to be restaged 
for NSMT’s theater in the round, is neces- 
sarily skimpier on sets, but the kimonos are 
sumptuous and the kabuki effects graceful. 
Moreover, the all-male Asian cast (two 
women serve as kurogos, moving set pieces, 
robing the characters, and manipulating the 
animated puppet emperor; they don’t show 
their faces until the hectic, pulsing finale) 
manages a combination of stylization and be- 
lievability that keeps the proceedings from 
turning into The Mikado—meets—La Cage 
aux Folles. The female characterizations, es- 
pecially Allan Mangaser’s of Tamate, the 
young wife who dances to the haunting 
“There Is No Other Way,” are not only con- 
vincing but moving. 

Stephen Eng is a somewhat androgynous 
Kayama, the samurai who falls for high tea 
and the bowler hat. Raul Aranas is a com-

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THE FLAMING LIPS 
AND MOE.: 
QUALITY VS. QUANTITY 


It’s called moe.down, and every Labor 
Day weekend for the past four years 
t’s brought thousands of neo-hippies 
to the Snow Ridge Ski Area in Turin, 
New York (not too far from Lake On- 
tario), for three days of camping, 
carousing, and lots of music. A good 
deal of that music is generated by the 
band called moe., who spell their name 
in a way that drives copy editors crazy 
and play the kind of jam-band music 
that generally drives semi-reformed 
punk-rockers like myself crazy. But 
once you leave the cunfines of Boston 
clubland and enter the 
wilderness of the Berk

The result resembled a musical 
endurance test, and moe.’s endurance 
was nothing short of impressive. There 
they were Sunday night, dutifully sign- 
ing autographs, looking a little bleary 
eyed, for sure, but still grinning their 
way through what must have been a 
taxing weekend. 

But what most impressed me about 
moe. was their bringing in the Flaming 
Lips for an 8 p.m. set on Saturday 
night, just as the sun had set over the 
mountains. The Lips, an oddball band 
from Oklahoma City who had an odd- 
ball hit with “She Don’t Use Jelly” back 
in the alterna-’90s, have quietly made 
some of the world’s most engaging and 
appealing experimental pop over the 
past decade, creating a series of 
“boombox symphonies” (which fea- 
tured dozens of synchronized portable 
tape players conducted by Lips front- 
man Wayne Coyne) and releasing a set 
of four CDs that are meant to played 
simultaneously. 

They had something more traditional 
in mind for moe.down4: an hour-long 
set, including “She Don’t Use Jelly,” 
performed in what passed for a normal 
setting for a severely abnormal band. A 
giant video backdrop projected images 
of everything from eye surgery to slow- 
mo shots of a topless woman dancing 
to close-ups of Coyne using various 
puppets and toys (including a pair of 
“Hulk Hands” he’d transformed into 
“Wayne hands” by scrawling “love” 
and “hate” across the knuckles of each 
giant hand). Flanking the band was a 
menagerie of furry friends dressed up 
as lions, Tigger™, and bears, as well as 
a panda, the Pink Panther™, and, in- 
congruously, a nun. When two of the 
costumed creatures turned out to be 
members of moe. who revealed them- 
selves to join the Lips in covering a pair 
of Pink Floyd tunes, the synergy be- 
tween the two bands became apparent. 
You might even conclude that moe. and 
the Lips reside at opposite ends of the 
same pop spectrum: moe. use challeng- 
ing grooves and impressive chops to 
create a communal experience; the Lips 
employ disorientingly psychedelicized 
waves of sensory overload to achieve 
much the same effect. Coyne as much 
as said so in one of his frequent solilo- 
quies, as he urged us to sing along even 
if we didn’t know the words. 

The best news of all, though, is that

after performing for close to two years 
with a DAT machine, the Lips once 
again have a real human behind a real 
drum kit. So as the four-man band 
launched into the swaying anthem 
“Flight Test” (from their latest EP, 
Yoshimi Battles the Pink Robots, on 
Warner Bros.) and giant balloons 
began to drift from the stage, there was 
real power behind Coyne’s epic pro- 
nouncements of uncertainty (“I 
thought I was smart/I thought I was 
right/I thought it better not to fight/I 
thought there was a virtue in always 
being cool *). And you got the 
sense that even the guys in moe. knew 
they'd be hard-pressed to provide such 
a profound musical experience — that 
they'd be relying more on quantity than 
on quality.

KISS AND AEROSMITH: 
MONEY AND MUSIC 


The spectacle at the first of the two 
shows the Kiss/Aerosmith hard-rock 
nostalgia tour brought to the Tweeter 
Center last week began long before 
Kiss took the stage for the opening set: 
the parking lot was jammed with 
enough limos to supply a dozen high- 
school proms and more Harleys with 
New Hampshire plates then you'd find 
at your average weekend motorcycle 
rally. It was a dichotomy that by 
evening’s end had been acted out on 
stage just as vividly, with Kiss provid- 
ing the flashy bells and whistles of a 
fully outfitted arena-rock cruising ma- 
chine and Aerosmith motoring through 
a grittier set of roaring, guitar-powered 
rock with the speed and maneuverabili- 
ty of a fine-tuned chopper 

The very fact that this was Kiss’s 
second farewell tour of the new millen- 
nium made it difficult to take them se- 
riously as anything more than a com- 
mercial enterprise. It didn’t help that 
founding members Gene Simmons 
(bass, vocals, tongue), Paul Stanley 
(vocal, guitars, leather pants), and 
Peter Criss (drums, “Beth,” stick 
twirling) were joined not by original 
guitarist Ace Frehley but by stand-in 
Tommy Thayer, who went so far as to 
don Frehley’s signature spaceman 
make-up and spacesuit. Fortunately, 
Thayer’s Les Paul workout on the sig- 


nature Frehley anthem “Love Gun” 
was up to par 

This being the eve of Simmons’s 
54th birthday, the amps were all 
turned up to “11,” and a few extra 
packets of fake blood may have been 
thrown in. All the same, when Sim- 
mons loaded his cheeks with those 
packets, it was hard not to think of 
Marlon Brando playing Vito Corleone 
with a mouth full of orange slices in 
The Godfather. And as thrilling as it 
was to watch Gene ascend to the 
rafters for his signature tune ‘God of 
Thunder,” a bass solo is a bass solo re- 
itude 

Aerosmith, on the other hand, came 
on like a lean, mean, music machine as 
the curtains parted and they crashed 
into the bloozy crowd pleaser “Mama 
Kin.” Rather than relying on fireworks 
to rile up the crowd, they made use of 
the walkway that stretc shed out into the 
first 25 rows. Steven Tyler strutted and 
spun his way out among the faithful, 
and when guitarist Joe Perry joined him 
for a searing version of “Toys in the 
Attic,” you could see that Aerosmith 
had generated more rock-and-roll en- 
ergy with two songs than Kiss had dur- 
ing the whole of their souped-up show 

Not that Aerosmith didn’t bring 
their own toys to play with. But the re- 
volving stage they used mid set com- 
plemented the music rather than over- 
shadowing it, especially since they 
took the opportunity to strip things 
down to what Perry introduced as 
“blues Boston-style.” The result was a 
raucous version of the blues standard 
“Stop Messing “Round,” with Perry 
handling the vocals, and a similarly 
hard-hitting cover of the Them (fea- 
turing Van Morrison) version of 
“Please Don’t Go,” with Brad Whit- 
ford ably answering Perry back on his 
guitar. It was a promising display of 
what might be in store on Aerosmith’s 
next album, which is rumored to be a 
blues-oriented offering 

Aerosmith did have the advantage of 
performing in front of a home-town 
crowd. But as they powered back up 
into arena-rock mode for set-ending 
salvos of “Sweet Emotion” and “Train 
Kept a-Rollin,’” the differences be- 
tween the Kiss moneymaking machine 
and Aerosmith’s music-driven ap- 
proach were all too apparent.

What” is that its clue- 
lessness evolved from Gene McDaniels’s 
1969 soul classic “Compared to What,” a 
song penned in protest of both Vietnam and 
domestic civil-rights abuses. McDaniels wrote 
it after he left the country following the assas 
sination of Martin Luther King Jr. in 1968, 
the same year that found track stars Tommy 
Smith and John Carlos raising their black fists 
in black gloves at the Mexico City Olympics 
during the playing of “The Star-Spangled 
Banner.” McDaniels’s song (which first ap- 
peared on Roberta Flack’s 1969 First Take) 
railed against a valueless “God-damn nation” 
that had become a slaughterhouse full of blind 
hate. He saved his most pointed words for 
Vietnam: “Folks don’t know just what it’s for 
Nobody gives us rhyme or reason/Have one 
joubt, they call it treason.” 

That Mya and Common would agree t« 
turn these sentiments of black anti-war 
protest into an advertisement may not be 
surprising (“Everyone wants money,” Danny 

wis in The Heist. “That’s why they

rife with misinformation and ma- 
nipulation and so invested in the 
suppression of dissent and progres- 
sive thought that McDaniels’s song

Justin Timberlake,

of McDaniels’s politics (and, by ex- 
tension, their lack of interest in de- 
veloping any relationship between 
the civil-rights past and the civil- 
rights present that goes beyond 
pushing product) could possibly be 
a clever commentary on just how arbitrary 
“reality” has become elsewhere in American 
culture. The ever-proliferating reality-show 
takeover of prime-time — from Paradise 
Hotel to Who Wants To Marry My Dad? 

“Are 
we really real or are we acting,” Common 
asks in the song, and in this case, at least, it’s 
a good question. After all, the best reality

City, Tokyo, New York — as well as Lon- 
don. But from what I’ve learned, in Ameri- 
ca, you tend to just study different American 
cities, like comparing the rise of Manhattan 
to the rise of St. Louis. So growing up in

view, whereas in America the focus is pre-

So if you don’t really know any other world, 
you're not gonna look for or care about 
anything else.” 

And then there’s the language issue. It’s 
hard to appreciate, say, the militant anti-es- 
tablishment vitriol of a crew from the 
Basque country when you can’t understand 
a single word. Same goes for listening to 
Rin or Boss MC, two potent Japanese rap- 
pers known for their work with legendary 
countryman DJ Krush. They could be rail- 
ing against the war in Iraq or going on 
about a really good spicy tuna roll they had 
last Saturday. Cunning wordplay becomes a 
moot point. Still, you don’t always need a 
grasp of the language to feel the vibe and 
appreciate the flow, to savor the way vocal 
pacing, intonation, and accentuation add 
texture and beauty to the beats, the instru- 
mentation, and the samples. 

“I think Spanish flows the most beautiful- 
ly, definitely more than English,” says 
Vadim. “I think Spanish hip-hop is more 
emotional, more fluid, more harmonic, more 
melodic, more everything. French and Por- 
tuguese are also very beautiful in that way. 
There’s just a certain flair to the language.” 

You could suggest that since the words 
mainstream American hip-hop have become 
so banal, one doesn’t really need to under- 
stand them — but that’s not an argument 
that’s going to win over many American 
hip-hop heads. Another option would be to 
have foreign hip-hop crews translate their 
raps into English in order to make inroads 
in America, but that’s not likely to make 
anyone very happy. “One of my favor’.e 
groups is Silent Majority, who are based in 


Lausanne, Switzerland,” says Australian 
writer Tony Mitchell, who edited the 2001 
anthology Global Noise: Rap and Hip-Hop 
Outside the USA. “They rap in French, 
Spanish, English, Swahili, and Jamaican 
patois — all in the same track. But in order 
to market themselves in the US, they’d have 
to drop it all and do it just in English, and 
they'd lose what makes them special. And 
they won’t do that.” 

Besides, even Vadim knows that simply 
translating raps into English isn’t going to 
ensure anyone a spot on the Billboard 
charts. “The system’s been completely pro- 
grammed in America. The people who con- 
trol the record labels now are just glorified 
accountants. They’ve been given a directive 
from the corporations that own them that 
they’ve got 50 million and they’ve gotta turn 
that into 100 million. Doesn’t matter how 
they do it, whether it’s a teen-pop band, a 
rapper, a member of the KKK, whatever. 
And then at the end of the year, they have 
the Grammys and pat themselves on the 
back over who made the biggest profit.” 

Yet with the major labels bleeding money 
and losing their conglomerate backers, that 
system may finally be cracking. Which 
means that foreign hip-hoppers like Vadim 
might yet have a chance to make inroads in 
the US on their own terms. 

“That'd be nice,” says Vadim. “I wish it 
would happen a bit faster.” a

Hoagy, Stark Reality, and Now

o album can be all things to all peo- 

ple, but Stark Reality’s Now, a col- 

lection of out-of-print and unre- 
leased tracks recorded by vibraphonist 
Monty Stark’s Boston-based electric jazz 
group between 1968 and 1970, comes 
close. The underground hip-hop crowd 
will take note of the disc’s analog-era funk 
grooves, as well as its release on Stone’s 
Throw, the reissue-heavy imprint curated 
by turntablist Peanut Butter Wolf. The 
Guitar Player crowd will welcome long- 
unavailable (and just plain long) excur- 
sions by Berklee-student/muso 
hero John Abercrombie. And 
“Great American Songbook” 
archivists 
known for its overlap with those 


a constituency not 
previously mentioned will 
value it as a repository of sev 
little-known songs by the lat 
Hoagy Carmichael 

Now that’s fusian. Between the 
current release’s thorough liner 
notes (compiled by one “Egon”) 
and Richard Sudhalter’s recent 
Carmichael biography, Stardust 
Melody, it’s possible to trace this 
strange amalgam’s origin. Like 
many songwriters of his era un- 
lucky enough to live to see the rise 
of rock, Carmichael was in little 
demand by the late "50s — though 
Ray Charles’s 1960 recording of 
“Georgia on My Mind,” which 
Hoagy wrote in 1929, kept the 
royalties flowing. One of his last 
attempts to keep his hand in was a 
collection of songs for children 
that was published in sheet-music 
form in 1957. 

A decade later, his son Hoagy 
Bix Carmichael (so named for 
hot-jazz legend Leon “Bix” Bei- 
derbecke, the elder Carmichael’s 
musical mentor) was a producer 
at Boston’s WGBH, at the height 
of the station’s inventiveness. Casting 
about for a way to bring his unhappily re- 
tired father into the picture, Hoagy Bix hit 
on Hoagy Carmichael’s Music Shop, in 
which the songwriter presented his chil- 
dren’s material in the guise of a kindly 
music-store proprietor. According to 
Sudhalter, the show first aired in 1970- 
"71 and was in reruns for several years 
thereafter. 

Hoagy Bix also signed up the Stark Re- 
ality (the reissue drops the article), who 
had previously recorded theme music for 
other station productions, to supply with- 
it updates of the host’s songs. These were 
used in the show as end-credit underscor- 
ing, and the full-length versions appeared 
on a 1970 LP, which comprises the bulk 
of Now. If anything, the tunes sound far- 
ther out today than they must have in the 
year of Miles Davis's Bitches Brew. 
Drummer Vinnie Johnson and bassist Phil 
Morrison are impossibly fluid, and the 
youthful Abercrombie crams every wah- 
drenched idea he’s got into the allotted 
solo space. But the real revelation is 
leader Stark’s approach to the vibes. Har- 
monically venturesome and often heavily 
distorted, his playing has a sonic weight 
rarely associated with the instrument, 
closer to Sun Ra’s electric keyboard ex- 
periments than to the fleet elegance of Li- 
onel Hampton or Milt Jackson 

The earlier recordings that round out 
Now are less.successful. Of Stark’s origi- 
nals, “Sunday’s Song” shares the

best. Some tracks (“Junkman’s Song,” 
“Shooting Stars”) use the songs as mere 
springboards, with several minutes of 
polyphonic improv introducing a brief 
nugget of vocal melody. Others involve 
more elaborate negotiations. The ambitious 
“All You Need To Make Music” moves 
through several.distinct sections that ex- 
plain sharps, flats, and other basics of mu- 
sical notation. Six minutes in, Stark feeds 
Johnson rhythmic instructions — “A dot 
makes it half again as long . . . half-rest, re- 
peat” — while the drummer responds in 
kind. You can practically hear Peanut But- 
ter Wolf’s jaw hitting the floor at the track’s 
breakbeat potential. 

Two cuts short-circuit the songs’ peda- 
gogical ends entirely. | presume Carmichael 
had a scouting expedition in mind when he 
wrote “Comrades,” but given Stark’s af- 
fectless delivery, lines like “Jack with his 
compass/And me with my knife” evoke 
some less innocent form of friendship. And 
the band’s angular take on Carmichael’s 
setting of “Thirty Days Has September,” 
which tries to squeeze “quite contrary Feb- 
ruary” into the scheme by means of a few 
extra lines, makes the calendar seem even 
more irrational than it is. As a mnemonic 
advice, it’s about as useful as Charlie 
Brown’s spelling-rules nightmare in Snoopy 
Come Home. Most children’s music pres- 
ents society’s rules and conventions as not 
just convenient but natural; the Stark Real- 
ity’s schoolhouse acid-rock vibe revels in 
their essential arbitrariness. a
